i renowned Company of Merchant-Taylorshavebeena Guild, 
or Fraternity time our of minde, being called by the Name of 

T aylors and Linnen Armorers, For find that King Edward the firit 
| M. 2 ia 
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in the twenttheight year of his Reign confirmed this Guild by the 
Name of Fay/or: an Unet, 4-ma-ou7s, and alfo gave to the Brethren 
thereof, auihority every year at T{dſpnim:r to hold a feaſt, and to 
ehqo!c unto them a Governour or Maſter, with Wardens : where- 
apon the ſame year 1 09 on the Fealt day ot .the Nativity of Saint 
Fobs Bantit, they choſe Henry de Ryal to be their Pilgrim, for the 
Maſter of this Myſtery { as one that travelled for the whole Compa- 
ny ) was then fo calle. untill the eleventh year of Richard the lecond, 
and the four Wardens were then called Purveyors of Almes ( now 
called Quarteridge ) ofthe ſaid Fraterruity, 

The Hall belon\ing to this Worſhipiull Company 15 11 7 kre4need!e 
ftreet, not far diſtant from thz Pariſh Church of St, Martns Oteſwtich,
